LONDON, Monday, April 8.—A téle- 
gram from Naples says a correspondent 
who visited the “ Street of Abundance ”’ 
at Pompeii had an opportunity of ex- 
amining one of thé newly discovered 
frescoes. He says it represents the 
carrying of an tmage of the goddess 
Cybele on a little stage to the shrine of 
Dionysius. This is a gabled niche in 
the wall of a house in which stands.a 
bust of the god, 

Painted figures of worshippers sur- 
round the goddess, and four men are 
represented passing poles into holes in 
the sides of the little stage in order to 
lift it. Just in this way nowadays the 
image of a saint is carried through the 
streets of Naples shoulder high to visit 
some saint in another church. 

The newly found street, as far as it 
is as yet uncovered, seems to be a busi- 
ness street, for the wide windows just 
above the level of the pavement must 
have been those of shops, and there are 
several of these windows, whereas the

TION OF RATES. 

The Chamber of Commerce, being 
composed of men of business, makes an 
argument which is conyincing to men 
of business to the effect that business 
considerations should contro] matters 


of business, even railway business, But |, 


that is breaking in an, open door. The 
sad state of the railways is,due to 
the fact that they are not regulated 
by men of business, but by lawyers 
and politicians, who think first of other 
things than the welfare of the rall- 
ways. This is excellently illustrated 
by the arguments before the Sttpreme 
Court last week regarding the rates 
made by State and. Federal Commis- 
sions. The dispute was over the right 
to regulate, not over the- manner of 
regulation. . It was argued as-a. ques- 
tion of State rights, not of railway 
rights. . The States and the Fedéral 
Government respectively contended: for 
their exclusive rights to make any 
regulations compatible with constitu- 
tional prohibition of confiscation. Sure- 
ly it never would enter thé heads of 
business men to set about regulating 
railways in the manner of ‘the lawyers 
or the Commissions, State and Fed- 
eral. The Chamber of Commerce would 
think of commérce rather than of pol- 
itics. and jurisdiction,.and tt would 
be well if the matter could ‘be managed 
in the. Chamber's manner. 

The result of proceeding in the man-

burden of blame. ‘Heretofore the rail- 
ways have been the malefactors, but 
now it is the commissions, State and 
Federal, which are blamed for making 
rates unsatisfactory to one competitor 
‘or the other.

They \make confiscatory rates, « the 
courts annul them, and the demand is 
that, the courts shall be controlled” in 
their . obstruction to the distribution 
of commerce in the manner desired. 
The Chamber's argument is that oom- 
merce should be allowed to distribute 
itself controlled only by reasons of 
business discrétion upder the law giv- 
ing equality of opportunity. It is time 
for such an argument,*and the Cham- 
ber’s contention is both well conceived 
and well put. 


A PASSING WORD. 
Serious discussion with The New 
York American would of course be prof- 


itless and unbecoming, and we have no/e 


intention of seriously discussing The 
American's insinuation that. money can 
procure the insertion in the columns of 
THe New Yor«e Trmes of a line of news 
or of editorial opinion. To do so would 
beto affront the intelligence of our 
readers;..we- pay the readers of The 
American the compliment of believing 
that it would affront theirs also. 

It frequeritly happens in a newspaper 
office that the swiftly changing aspects 
of the news-require the omission of edi- 
torial articles thereby rendered useless, 
Such an instance occurred in Tue 
Times of Nov. 11, 1910, in connection 
with an editorial article on the ex- 
pressmen’s atrike. 

The article, which appeared in the 
first edition, was omitted from the sec- 
ond, becayse the latest. news no longer 
justified ‘fits appearance. It so hap- 
pened that one of the express compa- 
nies had ingerted an advertisement in 
Tue Timms, based on erroneous infor 
mation ag to the.status of the strike, 
which, upon later, information, was 
withdrawn from the second édition. 
Coupling these occurrences, The New 
York American yesterday, not daring 
to. make the charge openly, sought by 
innuendo to convey the impressien that 
there was some pecuniary association 
in the omission of the advertisement 
and the article. 

‘What we have to say to The Amer- 
ican is, that if it will drop the mask of 
cowardly insinuation and miake in a re- 
sponsible. way the charge thus put in a 
manner. intended to avoid responsibil- 
ity, the matter will be duly attended to.

In his Easter 
conference yesterday Father VavuGHAN 
horted the working men and women 
not to trust themselves and their causes 
to the leadership of men whose theories 
involve. consequences “ disastrous to 
“the individual and the family, to re- 
“ligion and the State.’ Worse things 
than. private, ownership would ensue 
upon the triumph of the social revolu- 
tion. Father VAUGHAN has done 4 no- 
ble service in his Lenten addresses. 
The Church is uncompromising in -its 
opposition to Socialism; it denounces it, 
tt warns the. faithful against it. It 
would be a timely and most useful ser- 
vice if the clergy of other denomina- 
tions would acquaint themselves with 
the nature and the aims of Socialism; 
would get some information about the 
work the Socialists are carrying on, 
and would in their pulpits combat its 
doctrines- 

It ‘would seem to be incumbent*upon 
the authorities of the colleges-and unt- 
versities, algo, to give their students at 
least a fair opportunity to find out the 
real truth about Soctalism,.to learn 
something. about its fallacies, false- 
hodds, and, above all, to be so instruct- 
ed that they might make their choice 
not in ignorance, but intelligently, be- 
tween the flag of their country and the 
red flag.

THE BILL FOR THE BLIND. 


Work Now Being Done Judged by a 
Blind Law Student. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

As a man without sight, concerned with 
the welfare of the blind, and familiar, 
through observation and, hard experience, 
with: their situation, I have ‘read. with 
great interest what you havé published 


& single reader of Tuw/in recent issues under the head “The 
Trmes should have been| Blind Commission.” and ‘ Wotk for the 


Blind.” In your editorial article of March 
25 you state that the Burd bill is unnec- 
essary, as. it’ would result in duplicating 
the work of the New York Association for 
the Blind. In a letter in your Issue of 
March 80 W.°G. Holmes;.manager of the 
Ziegler magazine, takes the position that 
this will not be the case, as the commis- 
gion will not have money to waste on du- 
plication in a field so wide as this one of 
work for the blind... He goes onto show 
that there are other organizations work- 
ing for the blind here and that they do 
not: interfere with the association. The 


issue ig thug clearly presented: Will the wer 


work of the commission duplicate or. in- 
terfere with. that of the. association? It} 
ig. safe to say that it will not. 

This morning you have a letter. from 
Charles H. Strong,.in which he discusses, 
not the question in-hand, but the alleged 
achievements of the New York Assocla- 
tion. What this association has done or 
is doing is really not, in issue; but since 
Mr. Strong has chosen to raise the ques- 
tion I ask leave, as a blind man, to say 
a few-<words about it. 

Mr. Btrong says that the association is 
in touch with 2,648 blind persons in Great- 
er New. York. In its report, which I have 
Deforé me, the association claims to be 
or to have been In personal touch with 
7,000 blind persons in the greater city. As 
a matter of fact, it is practically certain 
that there are not more than 7,000 blind 
peoplé in the entire State. Why this 
discrepancy in figures? Mr. Strong re- 
fers your readers to the report of the as- 

sociation for further {nformation. 

Will Mr. Strong, through your columns 
of in some other way, continue ‘to con- 
tradict the statements in the _report? 
Again, just what is meant by the term 
“personal touch "*?. As a blind man I 
should. be: exceedingly happy if I knew 
that material aid was being given to 
ofte-tenth of the 2,648 persons with whom 
the association is said to be in persona] 
touch, It is further stated that the as- 
sociation has listed 10,000 names. I know

$1,000,000 was used shows that the le- 
gitimate expenses of such a campaign 
are enormous, and that the campaign 
itself, wholly a ae from its purpone, is 
of distinct benefit to the country pro- 
viding employment for. thousan of 
workers, not to speak of the revenue de- 
rived from it by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

The National League's campaign is car- 
ried on largely by correspondence, and 
the circulation of documentary evidence 
of the need for currency yeform. The 
subject is one that-does not ap with 
direct force to the average workman, al. 
though it vitally affects his ye 
power.’ Not more than one in ten of his 
¢elass° would devote any attention to the 
literature“on the subject distributed by 
the league. Yet it is necessary that he 
should be. interested, and, where possible, 
he is appealed to by that.tenth man, 
who is .in turn, those back of the move- 
ment declare, moved to the effort to In- 
terest others by self-interest. One man 
in ten is a depositor in some bank, it is 
Said, and the league’s appeal to him is 
made as strong as possible. * 

There are between 20,000 and 30,000 
banks in the country—say 25,000. Thé 
average number of customers—that is to 
say, depositors and borgowers—is not less 
than for each bank, or a total of 
7,500,000, about one-thirteenth of the 
ulation. Merely to circularize these 7,500,- 
000 bank patrons would require an enor- 
mous outlay of cash, and that outlay is

‘t'Twoe great restraints may be imposed 
upon business.. One is the autométic 
regulator, competition; the other; direct 
Governmental intervention.
